This scene is part of the stretch of red rock 
formation extending a distance of about 40 
miles along Highway 66, seen between Grants 
and Gallup, N. M. 

The route is an historic one, as it was first 
traveled by the Spaniards, later by the U. S. 
Soldiers and then by the pony express. 

The Navajo Indians have many legends of 
this vicinity, where they performed many of 
their ceremonies near the Navajo Church 
Rock.
